Lord Macartney was appointed speoial ambassador in 1764 to ne¬ 
gotiate a special treaty of commerce. The present collection contains 
a mass of the information and data prepared for his lordship. It also 
includes a few documents of later date. Lord Macartney returned 
from Russia in 1767. He was afterwards Governor of India (1780-86), 
Ambassador to Pekin (1792-4), and Governor of the Cape of Good 
Hope (1796-8). 

There are also some interesting letters and memoranda with refer¬ 
ence to Court ceremonies, and the account of the formation of the 
Academic Imperials des Sciences should prove a valuable addition to 
the collector of works on the history of Russia and its capital The 
manuscript, which is in French, is accompanied by a copy of an un¬ 
signed letter “a S. E. Mr. N. N. k N—.” in which the writer claims 
to have collected his information during a long residence in St. 

Petersburg from the most reliable sources. 

A few items dealing with Poland are included, viz. the Act of 
Federation of Poland and Lithuania, concessions to dissidents and the 
withdrawal of Russian troops. The last item, a despatch concerning 
the relations between Russia and China, is dated 1792, the date of 
Lord Macartney’s mission to the latter country.

The utmost care has been taken to attain the greatest possible perfection in 
producing this work. The paper has been specially manufactured, entirely from 
rag, without the use of clay, retaining at the same time a surface suitable for 
collotypes and for the text. 

After much consideration chromo-lithography was employed for the coloured plates 
in preference to the more modern colour processes, as greater exactitude was attained 
in reproducing the original colours by this method, although the cost was greatly in¬ 
creased, some plates costing more than one hundred pounds each. It was deemed 
better to have a small but truthful number of colour plates than a large array of 
colour that would be misleading. The same care has been exercised in producing the 
collotypes. _
